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British, Greeks 
Hit at Italian 
Shipping Route 


Seven Italian 
Ships Reported 
Sunk; British 
Take Barentu 


SPLIT, Yugoslavia—(/P)—A concert- 


ed British-Greek submarine campaign 
against Italian military supply routes 
deep in the Adriatic sen was indicated 
Monday by reports that seven Italian 
vessels wore sunk recently. 


Travelers from Vis, Yugo Slav isl- 


and 50 miles south of here, said a sub- 
marine sank the Italian freighter Vit- 
torio Benito, 5.000 tons, and another 
unidcnlificd G,000-lon Ilalian vessel. 


A heavy loss of life also was in- 


dicated. A small Italian rescue ves- 
sel riddled with bullets reached the 
island of Solta Sunday night with 
two dead. 


In Milna bay, on the island of Hvar, 


six Italian bodies were reported wash- 
ed nshorc f"om the auxiliary warship 
Armago. 


Ten others were said to have been 


buried in the past two days on Hvar 
and there were reports of many bodies 
seen flying flouting at sea. 


Further details of the reported sink- 


ing b ya British submarine of Ihe 
armed Italian tug Vrsa and a barge 
it was towing have been brought here. 


The submarine is said to have tor- 


pedoed Ihe Ursa and the armed con- 
crete barge 
and 
then a 6,000-ton 


freighter which was described as hav- 
ing vanished in flames. 


U also tried to allack Ilalian de- 


slroyer No. 174, according lo this re- 
port, but the destroyer escaped under 
a smoke screen.

This immortal document, he says 


was read in little Bavarian farm- 
houses, in humble homes in Bal- 
tic lands, in Ukranian huts own- 
ed by the Czar. The agents were 
selling hmd, but freedom and the 
inspired words of the Founding 
Fathers were part of the sales 
talk. 


Recounting the story of 
Karl 


Seder, a Kansan of today, Mullcr 
gives the drama of the breaking 
of Die prairie, Ihe fight against 
drought, fire, grasshoppers; the in- 
domitable courage that 
inspired 


settlers to begin again and yet 
again—to the day when their ef- 
forts began to win through. Com- 
ing here as a child, Seder has 
known every loss, every depriva- 
tion—and every success. Today his 
bank handles funds for the rail- 
road which brought him here! 


As for going back where he came 


from—"I did go back," said Seder, 
and he looked rather grim. This 
German Ukranian made a pilgrim- 
age a few years ago, to find the 
families his mother had known. 
"Without exception, they had van- 
ished," Mullcr recounts. " ' Liqui- 
dated,' they call il in Russia.'" 
And according to Karl Seder— 
"There is no part of the country 
where the Nazi idea is more un- 
popular than in the German-set- 
tled parts of Kansas. Americans 
did a good job when Ihey went 
abroad to sell land, the Consti- 
tution, freedom, and opportunity!"

Supreme Court 
Advances Bond 
Validity Suit 


Validates 1929 
Land Redemption 
Act, Provision of 
1939 Policy 


LITTLE ROCK — (/?)— The supreme 


court Mimdiiy advanced for submis- 
sion next Monday the friendly suit 
to lest validity of Gov. Adkins' 137 
million dollar highway bond refund- 
ing net. The aclion will make pos- 
sible a decision on Feb. 17. 


'Die appeal was taken from a Pulnski 


chancery 
ruling upholding validity 


of the measure and dismissing the 
test action of Floyd Fulkcrson, of 
Baucum, owner of highway and road 
district refunding bonds. 


Tom Poe, attorney for Fulkcrson, 


advised the supreme court the state 
administration planned to start a t 
action in Pulaski chancery Tuesday on 
validity of a proposed referendum on 
the refunding act scheduled Feb. 15, 
the date on which an election has 
already been called on the question of 
issuance of refunding bonds. 


The supreme court agreed to con- 


solidate the referendum test case with 
the one challenging validity of the 
refunding act. Chief Justice 
Griffin 


Smith said a test of the referendum 
election call would be necessary for 
the record in the case. 


Land Decision 


LITTLE ROCK —(/P)— The sup- 


reme court in a far-reaching decision 
Monday validated a 1929 land redemp- 
tion act and revenue-producing pro- 
visions of the 1939 land policy act. 


The ruling reversed a Pulaski chan- 


cery court ruling holding that pro- 
ceeds from sale and redemption of 
tax-forfeited 
land should 
be dis- 


tributed on the same basis as the 
original taxes levied against the dis- 
trict—that is, among the state, count- 
ies, municipalities and school districts. 


The 1929 act provided that proceeds 


from redemptions should be divided 
equally between the state and the 
county in which the land was situat- 
ed. 


The 1939 act provided that pro- 


ceeds from land sales by the state 
should be credited to the state fand 
fund to be used to pay for enforce- 
ment of the land policy act to protect 
state-owned land from fire and tim- 
ber trespass and to pay expenses of 
agencies co-operating with the Slate 
Land Commission, with any surplus 
going to the permanent school fund. 


Mike McCuing, Stuttgart taxpayer, 


brought the action, contending muici- 
palilies and school districts were en- 
titled to share in the proceeds from 
redemptions. 


Aid-to-Britain 
Bill'IsW ' 
Fish Declares 


Its Passage 
Means Dictatorship 
Here, Republican 
Charges 


WASHINGTON—M5)—Rep. Fish, N. 


P., R., opened opposition debate on 
the aid-to-Britain bill in the house 
Monday with a prediction that the U. 
S. will be involved in war in Europe 
and Asia within six months if the 
measure is approved without change. 


He also predicted that the govern- 


ment would lake over vital industries, 
that civil rights would be suspended; 
and that "we will have a dictatorship 
in America comparable to the Nazis 
and Communists." 
\ 


Fish spoke a few minutes after Phil- 


ip F. LnFollelle, former governor of 
Wisconsin, had lestified before the 
senate foreign relations committee that 
Edward Daladier, former French pre- 
mier, had told him in 1939 that France 
expected the U. S. to aid it "with 
money, materials and men." 


LaFollettc said he had called on 


Daladier in March 
1939, and "asked 


him just what aid they expected 
from the U. S." 


"He replied without a moment's 


hesitation," 
the 
witness recounted, 


"that they expected money, materials 
and men, and he said ' we are going 
to need them and expected them 
soon'." 


Fish was the first Republican speak- 


er after chairman Sabalh of the house 
rules commitleo formally opened a 
week of debate on the measure with 
the assertion that it was "purely a 
defense measure" rather ' than a war 
bill. 


"1 am absolutely crtain and pos- 


itive that this is not a war measure 
but a bill to prevent war," Sabath 
said.- "It is purely a defense measure 
—for the defense of the U. S."

Mrs. 
Garner was recalled as a re- 


buttal witness Saturday lo deny lhat 
she had written a letter to her mother, 
Mrs. 
Miller, asking her to take her 


from De Queen. 


'After they lured me lo Texas on 


Ihe pretense lhal my grandfather, who 
reared me. was ill, I asked them lo 
lake me lo him but both told me if 1 
asked again they would beat me up," 
Mrs. 
Garner teslified. 


She stuck to her story despilo a 


rough cross-examinalion. She declar- 
ed thai Miller and his wife forced 
her lo work on Texas cotton farms and 
beat her brutally on several occa- 
sions. 


Joe A. Merrill, farmer of near Sny- 


der, Texas, was recalled lo the stand 
and he repeated that he had seen 
Miller beat his slep-daughler on sev- 
eral occasions. 


Denying that she had been coached 


in the story she would tell Ihe jury, 
Louise Miller 14, daughter of the de- 
fendants, testified thai her parents 
never bad beaten Mrs. Garner and 
lhat, Mrs. Garner was free lo leave 
them ul any lime. 


Explaining yells heard -by neigh- 


bors, Ihe girl said lhal members of 
the 
family 
and Mrs. Garner had 


thrashed peas with poles at their 
farm shack, playing and yelling like 
Indians. She denied anyone had been 
beaten or had begged for mercy. 


She admitted lhat Iwo men bearing 


clubs had approached her father on 
one farm but said lhal her father 
had only yelled at Mrs. Garner be- 
cause she dropped some cotton from 
her sack. 


Louise denied also thai Deputy 


Sheriff Joe Hall of Sherman, Texas, 
had removed a bloody bandage from 
Mrs. Garner's head. 


The case is expected lo go lo the 


jury ubout mid-afternoon Monday.

Many Italian 
Prisoners Die 


Italian or German 
Planes Bomb 
Own Soldiers 


LONDON — (IP)— A large number of 


Italian prisoners were killed when 
the British ship evacuating them from 
Libya was bombed, the admiralty an- 
nounced Monday. 


A communique said, "It has been 


reported from the Mediterranean that 
a large number of Italian prisoners 
have lost their lives as a result of 
German or Italian action. 


''On Ihe afternoon of Friday, Jan. 


31, a merchant ship evacuating Ital- 
ian prisoners from Libya was attack- 
ed by two enemy aircraft believed lo 
be German. The ship was hit and 
sustained some damage, a large num- 
ber of casaulaties was caused among 
Italian prisoners, many of which were 
fatal."

I nole wilh pleasure Ihe fact that 


some interest has been shown in get- 
ting the "food stamp" plan of com- 
modity distribution in effect in Hemp- 
stead County. 


As one of Ihe signers of the original 


bill in Ihe house of represenlatives 
it has been my pleasure to have at- 
tended the commitle meeling and hear 
it discussed 
by local people 
from 


counties in Arkansas where it is now

and 
by federal

sent specially to appear before Ihe 
Committee on Federal Relations. I 
firmly believe it will prove of im- 
mense worth to our people in all 
walks of life. 


I feel sure the legislature will pass 


the measure. This means that any 
money advanced locally for the stamp 
fund will be repaid and that the 
state will take care of the cost of 
administration. Judge Luck tells me 
this will lake a heavy drain off the 
county general fund. 


It is important, however, not to wait 


on the legislature, for five counties 
have the plan now, five more have 
been already surveyed, and probably 
the Federal appropriation will takit 
care of nut move than 20 in all. If 
Hempstcad county qualifies on her 
own initalive, we will be sure to 
participate in the stale program when 
sel up; if not, there would be some 
possibility of our being crowded out.

Court Upholds 
Wage-Hour Law 


Sustains Law 
Affecting Industries 
That Ship Goods 


WASHINGTON -(/?)- The supreme 


court held conslilulional Monday Ihe 
administration's wage-hour law which 
fixes minimum pay »nd a maximum 
work week for employes in industries 
affecting interstate commerce. 


Justice Stone, who delivered 
the 


opinion, asserted: 


"The act is sufficiently definite to 


meet constitutional demands. One who 
employs persons without conforming 
to the prescribed wage and hour con- 
ditions lo work on goods which he 
ships or expects to ship across state 
lines is warned that he may be sub- 
ject lo the criminal penalties of Ihe 
act. No more is required,"

Animal Reaction to Frustration Gives 


Clue to Came of Mental 


Breakdowns

If people were allowed to do every- 


thing they want,* would there be 
nervous breakdowns.? 


This is a theoretical question, of 


course, because our world is so com- 
plicated and interrelated that people 
will never be ableVto live without 
some restriction of pnc kind or an- 
other. We might all want to be opera 
singers, or artists, or scientists, or 
licemen, but that is impossible. 


Psychiatrists have found many eas- 


es which indicate that mental break- 
downs may be the result of fruistra- 
tions—people who cannot do, be, or 
live as they wish. Such daily frustra- 
tions seem to mount up for some 
people until life becomes unbearable 
and they crack under nervous strain. 


(Nervous biteakdowhs cannot 
be 


created 
in human beings 
in the 


laboratory, for obviously the police- 
man would put a stop to it. A bril- 
iant experimenter at the University 
of Michigan has been using animals 
:o check 
theories that have been 


»iven as to what causes abnormal 
Behavior. He hopes to unearth some 
deas that will throw light on these 
puzzling human breakdowns. 


This psychologist, Dr. Norman R. F. 


Maier, has some 350 rats in a special 
laboratory. There he is attempting 
:o make for his rats frustrating situa- 
,ions which parallel those of humans, 
making careful study of all reactions. 


He has found that some of these 


)iittle animals have severe 
break- 


downs when they are placed in a 
situation which produced a conflict 
These are situations -where the ani- 
mal must act, but it cannot act as 
it has been doing' in the past. All 
of its previous ways of getting out 
of a conflicting situation no longer 
work, and it is 'thrown into a panic 
in its attempts to get out of the 
dilemma. 


Dr. Maier has found that these 


panics or breakdowns are produced 
easier in some animals than in others, 
and that there may be a tendency 
for the breakdowns to run in families.

adjacent to the American continent 
which they consider of primordial in- 
terest and of direct utility for their 
relations." 


These principles we have agreed to 


jointly with the other American na- 
tions,,, We can scarcely abandon any 
of them, in letter or in spirit, of our 
own accord and without agreement 
with them, without jeopardizing the 
good will we have been so laboriously 
building.

war vessels, acquiescence in a Bri- 
tish "black list," would seem to flout 
directly these joint neutrality agree- 
ments.

Kansas of the Past 


The state of Kansas ,now a land of 


rolling prairies, still bears evidence 
of a past that was vastly different. 
There are two known volcanic cones 
within the state, with surrounding 
rocks which once were molten lava. 


when confronted with the same frus- 
trations than do other animals—again, 
as with humans. 


Dr. Maier and his assistants care for 


their 300-odd rats almost like babies. 
Every day the animals are given a 
mixture of some sQc foods, and on 
Wednesdays and Sundays, special din- 
ners of salmon are" served. 


The rats, live in a large room away 


from all outsit 
spotless steel cag 
.noises. Rows of 
.fine one side o£ 


the room, each built in stories like 
apartment houses, and each apart- 
ment housing families of about four 
rats. Each apartment has a floor of 
fresh cedar shavings and a drinking 
fountain—small amounts 
of iodine 


crystals are added to the water oc- 
casionally to aid the thyroid glands of 
these well-cared for animals. 


These rats, like all laboratory ani- 


mals, are tame, and they are much 
like the white rats children some- 
times have for pets. When Dr. Maier 
walks past the row of cages, the 
friendly animals crowd to .the front 
and make interesting clicking noises 
which suggest the purring of kittens. 
The animals that are having experi- 
mental breakdowns, however, stay in 
back corners of the apartments and 
show no interest either in people or 
in other rats. 


Some of the apartments have spe- 


cial apparatus under their floors so 
thatt an automatic record of the activ- 
ity of the ones living there may be 
made . 


Dr. Maier has always had deep in- 


terest in people and their misfortunes, 
so his study of the underlying caus- 
es of their breakdowns is a natural 
step. He often visits in slum com- 
munities, his sympathetic blue eyes 
observing all the misfortunes there 
as closely as he watches the experi- 
ments in his laboratory.

"If he believed it then, as 
a matter of decenc yand justice, he 
should have called it to my attention 
while the late Ambassador Dodd was 
still alive so I might have confronted 
my alleged accuser face to face and 
branded this despicable charge for 
what it is—a lie. That would have 
been the American way."

Steelman sends a conciliator to the 
scene at once. The conciliator talks 
\yith union leaders, management of- 
ficials, and with outsiders, sizes up 
the situation, and does what he can 
to get the two sides to make an 
immediate settlement. 


Usually he succeeds. The average 


strike during the last six months 
of the defense program has lasted a- 
bout a day or a day and a half. If 
he fails to get a settlement, he re- 
fers things back to Steelman and to 
Sidney Hillman, who is labor's half 
of the Office of Production Mana- 
gement. 


Hillman relies chiefly on there men. 


They are John Owens, Ohio United 
Mine Workers chief, who represents 
the C. I. O.; Joseph Keenan, secre- 
tary of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor,, who represents the A. F. of 
L. and E. D. Bransome, head of the 
American Vanadium Corp, who re- 
presents industry. 


The procedure varies with the in- 


dividual cases. If a C. I. O. union 
is involved, Owens goes to work. If 
it's an A. F. of L. union, the job 
goes to Keenan. In either case, if it's 
the opinion of the conciliation ser- 
vice and of Hillman that management 
is cHiefly at fault, Bransome weighs 
m with company officials. Almost al- 
ways, the efforts of these three men 
are sufficient.

Hillman and Steelman work close- 


ly together on all of these things, and 
it often is impossible to say where 
cno's sphere ends and the other's be- 
gins. The strike threatened recently 
in the Ryan Aeronautical Co. plant 
at San Diego is a good illustration. 
On that one, Owen's part was chief- 
ly selling the union on the idea of 
a delay—he got a postponement three 
times when the deadline was less than
